Otberwise 1 would base urged caution la proceeding, as 1 believe 
it is unwise to create an obvious ofport«mity for criticism tbat we 
have g:me abend on our ovn book to db tbiags wbicdi Ooagrcss bas not 
as yst approved, and wbleb we did re(|uest of tbem. 

2. It aeems to me that the aise for medical benefits is much 
stronger than tbe case for storage of bousehold effects or educa- 
tional travel, wbicb present thm same type of problem witeb tbe 
Congress, Inssmucb as these two benefits were approved some time 
age, 1 see no reason why we sbould not proceed witb tbe medical 
beneCiU, particularly in ll^t of Mr. Houston's prior check with 

the General Counsel of GAO. i think we should make a clean breast 
of alt tMs» however, when we ^pear ia a^^iort of our legislative 
re^nests next sesston.
